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Coping with sudden blindness at age 16

Last year 44,400 people went blind in 
the U.S. When the figures are compiled 
for 1975,16-year-old Alan Benson of Lom­ 
poc will be in the count. 
He woke to the realization last E aster 
morning that there was something more 
seriously wrong with his eyesight than 
exhaustion could explain. Within three 
weeks his vision went from normal to 
very bad. 
He has been examined by over 10 doc­ 
tors and traveled to Stanford and UCLA, 
but no one can diagnose the reason for 
his near total blindness. 
Doctors believe that the mysterious 
cause could be a type of maculopathy, a 
degeneration of the macula of the eyes. 
Alan has one main fear because of his 
blindness and that is becoming a recluse. 
“ This is one reason I’m really looking 
forward to starting UCSB. I want to have 
the opportunity to live on my own,” he 
said last week “ Even if I fall on my 
face.” 
Alan has applied to UCSB and hopes to 
start there in September. 
A senior at Lompoc High School, he 
continues to do many of the same ac­ 
tivities he did when he was sighted. He 
still sings in the Madrigals, writes for 
the Smoke Signal and the school’s 
literary magazine and attends football 
games “though I go to them more for the 
social aspects now ” 
A special bus picks him up at his home 
on school mornings and classm ates walk 
him to classes. A friend walks him home 


When he starts UCSB. Alan realizes he 
will have some difficult re-adjusting to 
do and he will be doing it without the help 
of his parents and high school friends. 
“ I know it’s going to be really hard.” 
he concedes. “ I am not quite adapted to 
learning through my ears and other 
senses ” 


Fortunately the State Department of 
Rehabilitation provides an invaluable 
service to California’s blind with the sup­ 
port of federal funds. A counselor- 
teacher has been teaching Alan how to 
walk with a cane and lessons on cooking. 


shopping and house cleaning will follow. 
The state has supplied him with a tape 
recorder and tapes of all his school text 


books. 
As far as the rehabilitation depart­ 
ment is concerned, Alan has a promising 


future 
“ We have a lot of totally blind people 
who are working competitively with 
other people and are doing very well." 
said a departm ent spokesman 
Alan reports that he enjoys school and 
people more now, more than before 
E aster 
“ Maybe it stem s from not wanting to 
withdraw.” he mused 
His m ajor interest lies in writing and 
although he is unsure what he will major 
in in college, he wants to pursue writing 
as a profession Last year he won a divi­ 
sion first place in a state-wide writing 
contest. 
According to the rehab department, it 
is very feasible for him to work as a 
writer “ All he needs in a typewriter, a 
good mind and someone to proofread for 
him ," officials said 
Alan feels more optimistic today about 
his future than he did seven months ago. 
his blindness “ was so sudden ” 
About his future eyesight, he said, 
“The doctors are optimistic They aren’t 
sure and they are not going to promise 
anything " 


The most encouraging sign lately is 
that with a pair of new high-powered 
glasses he was able to read an extra 
large print version of “ Murder on the 
Orient Express ’’ 


But — in his realistic manner — Alan 
observed, “The glasses make reading 
possible, but not practical ” 


When he lost his sight, he figured he 
would soon flunk out of school That has 
not happened 


“ I'm working a lot harder, but getting 
about the same grades," he said “ Ways 
have come up to do everything I need to 
do They are only more complicated and 
time consuming ”

Ford to seek 
$2.3 billion 
to aid NYC 


WASHINGTON (UP!) 
President 
Ford Wednesday proposed short-term 
federal loans of $2 .1 billion to help New 
York City avert bankruptcy 
F ord, satisfied th at New Y ork's 
Legislature, banks and union pension 
funds have done enough to keep the city 
solvent, relented on his adamant opposi­ 
tion to federal aid for the city and an­ 
nounced a program of month-to-month 
loans 
He called a news conference to an­ 
nounce his change of heart 
Under Ford's plan New York City 
could borrow each month in which its 
revenues fall short of its expenses, but it 
would have to repay when its revenues 
exceed expenses 
At the end of each 
year, the city could owe the federal 
government nothing 
The loans could reach a maximim of 
$2 3 billion Treasury Secretary William 
E Simon would approve each month's 
loan 
Federal revenue shanng funds 
could be withheld if the city defaults on 
the federal borrowing 
But he said the administration would 
not tolerate backsliding 
“ If local parties fail to carry out their 
plan. I am prepared to stop even this 
seasonal federal assistance,” Ford said 
He again proposed that Congress 
change th» bankruptcy statutes to per­ 
mit an “ orderly” bankruptcy if the city 
fails to live within its plan 
Under his proposal, New York City 
would have to pay the federal govern­ 
ment interest at a rate of 1 per cent more 
than the Treasury must pay when it sells 
bonds Currently it is paying close to 7 
per cent 
L William Scidman. Ford’s economic 
coordinator, told reporters “the govern­ 
ment can even make a profit” under 
Ford's plan 
New York City has been asking for 
help from the federal government since 
the spring Since March, the city, which 
owes investors $12 3 billion, has been un­ 
able to borrow money through the sale of 
bonds 
Default would have occurred 
when it failed to repay loans as they 
became due 
In addition, the city needed loans to 


pay for daily operations and close the 
gap in its budget 
Seidman, responding to questions at a 
briefing for reporters declined to say if 
Ford would make the sam e term s 
available to other cities in financial trou­ 
ble 
He said. “ That s a hypothetical 
question ” 


Ford adamantly opposed help to the 
city until the past few days “ I do not 
think it's a healthy thing for the federal 
government to bail out a city - any city 
that has handled its fiscal affairs as 
irresponsibly as New York has.” he told 
a news conference on Oct 9 


But Seidman said the loans Ford is 
now recommending were nothing more 
than the loans any city makes to meet 
day-to day needs in anticipation of 
revenues that will be coming in New 
York could not make such loans 


Seidman said Ford reached his “ final 
decision” earlier Wednesday 
The President explained his decision 
this way 
“ As we count our Thanksgiving bless 
ings, we recall that Americans have 
always believed in helping those who 
help themselves New York has finally 
taken the tough decisions it had to take to 
help itself 
In making the required 
sacrifices, the people of New York have 
earned the encouragement of the rest of 
the country ” 
Ford said he had “quite frankly beer 
surprised” by how much New Yorkers 
had done to solve their own financial 
crisis 
The plan he outlined would operate un­ 
til June 30, 1978 At that time, all federal 
loans would have to have been repaid a mi 
the city would have to turn again to 
private investors to meet its seasonal 
needs for cash 
The White House said at the end of 
each fiscal year, the city would not be 
p e r m itte d 
to ow e a n y th in g to 
Washington 
According to the White House, the city 
cash flow needs would reach a peak of 
$1 275 billion in March. 1976, for the 
current fiscal vear which ends June 30. 
1976 
Policy change in block 
funds may ease pressures

A recent policy change that allows 
funding for Community Development 
Block Grant projects to be spread over 
more than one year could ease some of 
the pressure on first-year priorities, City 
A dm inistrator Gene W ählers said 
yesterday 
Notification of the policy change has 
just been received although the change 
has been in effect for about two months, 
Wählers said 
The city council will meet Tuesday to 
consider final adoption of first-year 
priorities in a three year program in 
which $988.000 in CDBG allocations is an­ 
ticipated There is an estim ated $242.000 
available for the 1976- 77 year 
Wählers said that in view of the Com 
mission on Aging s recommendation con­ 
cerning a senior citizens’ center, to be 
presented formally to the council on 
Tuesday, he will change his initial 
proposal on the first-year allocations if 
the council decides to go ahead with one 
of the two alternatives suggested by the 
commission 
The city sta ff’s initial first-year 
recommendation was for $188.000 to be 
spent on fire station rehabilitation, 
$15,000 for a housing rehabilitation loan 
program, $15,000 for undergrounding of 
electrical lines in the downtown im ­ 
provement project area and $24,000 for 
contingencies 
W ählers’ amended recommendation 
will be that $18,000 be retained for the 
housing rehabilitation loans. $24,000 for 
contingencies and the remaining $200.000 
be divided between the fire station 
project and senior citizens' center 
The adm inistrator is recommending 
t hat 
the 
$15,000 e l e c t r i c a l 
un- 
dergrounding project be dropped from 
the list of priorities and placed instead in 
the electrical departm ent’s budget 


He said he feels it is important to re­ 
tain the housing rehabilitation loan 
project since the primary purpose of 
Community Development Block Grant 
funding is for housing 


“ Our application could be in some 
danger of not being approved unless the 
housing element is retained,” he said 
“ In considering the Commission on 
Aging’s alternatives, I will recommend 
that the city proceed with a study to 


determine the location and methods of 
financing a new city hall,” said Wählers 
The commission will submit two 
proposals 
one that would create a 
center in a new building costing approx­ 
imately $200.000 
and the other that 
would remodel the present city hall as 
senior center 
Senior citizens at the commission's 
meeting last week were heavily in favor 
of the first alternative, opposing the se­ 
cond on grounds of the uncertainty of the 
time element involved in remodeling the 
existing city hall 
Wählers figures that a committee 
studying a new city hall could come up 
with a recommendation within 90 to 120 
days which would give a definite plan by 
next April I 
“ 1 will recommend that we not do a 
new building (alternative 1 under the 
commission s proposal)," said Wählers, 
but if the council decides to take this 
direction, I propose that we use all Block 
Grant money for it, since the $100,000 
earmarked for this project from general 
revenue sharing has a wider range of 
uses, giving the city more options.”

LAFCO 
falling 
behind

Gone are the days when the 
Local Agency Formation Com­ 
mission (LAFCO) could get by 
with routine monthly meetings 
atteacting an audience that 
could be counted on the fingers 
of one hand. 
The Thursday, (Dec. 4), ses­ 
sion of LAFCO is another block­ 
buster for chairman Tim Terry 
and others on the five-man 
commission representing the 
county’s cities and unincor­ 
porated areas. 
The former short afternoon 
sessions of the commission in 
the Board of Supervisors hear­ 
ing room of the County Ad­ 
ministration Building are also 
now a thing of the past. 
County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D Johnson, who 
doubles as LAFCO executive of­ 
ficer. has had to set a 10 a.m. 
start for the Dec. 4 meeting, 
culminating in a public hearing 
on the Isla Vista incorporation 
proposal starting at 1:30 and ex­ 
pected to take up the remainder 
of the afternoon. 
Solvang's 
incorporation 
proposal bobs up again at the 
start of the session, with a 
public hearing to be continued 
to Dec U, to allow for the 
County Office of Environmen­ 
tal Quality to present a 
finalized Environmental Im­ 
pact Report (EIR ) on the incor­ 
poration plan. 
Without a continuance of the 
Solvang hearing, the LAFCO 
meeting would be a marathon 
affair stretching from morning 
to night. 
Incorporation matters of two 
county communities wanting to 
become cities are only a small 
part of the agenda however, as 
other complex matters involv­ 
ing three of the county’s five 
cities are due to be wrestled 
with by the commission. 
Further discussion is slated 
on a sphere of influence for the 
city of Carpinteria, and reports 
on similar spheres for the cities 
of Santa Maria and Lompoc are 
also due. 
Carpinteria city officials 
earlier this fall asked that such 
a study be made, after in­ 
dicating it felt its sphere of in­ 
fluence could extend from Toro 
Canyon Rd on the west to the 
Ventura County line at the 
Rincon on the west, with moun­ 
tain and ocean areas forming 
the north and south boundaries. 
But this study — as well as 
sphere studies for other cities 
—could be held up until there is 
determination as to how 
agricultural lands surrounding 
present city boundaries are to 
be treated. 


The County Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality has been 
given the task of reporting on 
this matter and providing 
recommendations.

When properly set up. the chess 
board must have a white square in 
the right hand corner as you face 
the board It’s queen on color, white 
queen, white square, black queen 
black square when you set the 
pieces up before the start White 
always makes the first move 
Checkmate is when one king is in 
check and can’t move out of check 
or block it It is illegal to move the 
king into check 
Stalemate is when the king is not 
in check and neither the king or any 
other piece can be moved without 
moving into check 
A draw by 
mutual agreement should be dis­ 
couraged 
A draw by perpetual 
check occurs when either king 
cannot avoid being placed in check 
A stalemate or a draw is a tie 
game 
Castling is done to get the king 
into a more protective corner and 
to coordinate the rooks You castle 
by moving the king two squares to 
the left or right and then moving the 
rook to the square on the opposite 
side of the king Castling can not b«> 
done to get out of check, or when 
either the king or the rook have 
been moved or when an opponent's 
piece IS attacking a square in 
between the king and the rook 
Castling on the side nearest the king 
IS referred to as castling Kingside. 
castling on the side nearest the 
queen is referred to as castling 
queenside It is good practice to 
castle early in the game 
In other respects a beginner 
should open with the pawn in front 
of the king or the pawn in front of 
the queen More sophisticated play 
will come later 
A beginner should activate his

UCLA can clinch the 
Rose Bowl berth opposite Ohio State by 
beating Southern California Friday 
night 
One of the finest individual offensive 
battles of the season shapes up at St 
Louis when Buffalo’s O.J Simpson, the 
NFL’s leading ground gainer, matches 
muscles with Terry Metcalf, the league’s 


total yardage leader. 
Buffalo is tied with Baltimore for se­ 
cond place in the AFC East, a game 
behind Miami, and an outstanding 
performance by O.J could position the 
Bills for a good run at the Dolphins. 
Simpson has carried the ball 245 times 
this season, gained 1.394 yards and 
scored 12 touchdowns rushing He has 
also caught 15 passes for 215 yards and 
five TI)s Metcalf has a net total of 1.887 
yards, achieved on 685 yards rushing (on 
137 carries), 280 yards on 36 pass recep­ 
tions. 227 yards on 19 punt returns and 
695 yards on 26 kickoff returns. Terry has 
nine touchdowns for the year, seven on 
rushes 
The Los Angeles-Detroit rivalry is one 
of the closest series wars in the NFL. 
with the Rams holding a 25-24-1 edge 
over the Lions. A Los Angeles victory 
would present Rams fans with a third 
consecutive NFC western division title. 
Detroit faces elimination in the NFC 
central section and desparately needs a 
victory to stay in the running for a con­ 
ference wild card berth in the playoffs. 
Los Angeles’ Larry McCutcheon is 
coming off his best rushing game of the 
year, a 114-yard burst against Chicago 
Bears. Detroit, also playing it’s second 
game in five days, was beaten by 


Kansas City in overtime last Sunday. 
The 14th ranked Georgia Bulldogs are 
favored by a touchdown over state rival 
George Tech. but the absence of injured 
Kevin McLee, their leading scorer, could 
have the oddsmakers mistaken about the 
Yellow Jackets’ underdog role. 
Temple rides a four-game winning str­ 
ing and a 5-5 record against 4-6 
Villanova The Owls rapped Drake, 44-7. 
last Saturday. 
If Texas (9-1) beats Texas A&M (9-0), 
the Longhorns will win the Southwest 
Conference title and the host role in the 
Cotton Classic. An A&M victory will not 
automatically give the Aggies the cham­ 
pionship.

McKay asks no favors 
for final game in LA

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - “I won’t ask 
the players to win it for me,” said John 
McKay. “ I just want them to win it for 
themselves.” 
McKay spoke to a flock of reporters 
Tuesday on the occasion of his final 
press breakfast on the week of his final 
regular season game as head coach of 
the Southern California football team. 
Although bound for the Liberty Bowl 
after the season ends, the Trojans are 
taking a three-game losing streak into 
their game with UCLA at the Coliseum 
Friday night. And this year, it is the 
Bruins, and not the Trojans who are 
fighting for a Rose Bowl bid. 
“For one thing, you don’t expect to 
lose.” McKay said, admitting that all 
those years as a collegiate powerhouse 
and national titles has spoiled him a bit. 
“ For another reason, your fans do not 
expect you to lose ” 
McKay, who officially departs USC 
Jan. 1 for his new pro football coaching 
job at Tampa Bay. will have some com­ 
pany on the bench Friday evening to lend 
moral support to the Trojans. 
If the UCLA Bruins see former USC 
greats O.J Simpson and Mike Garrett 
sitting with the team, they shouldn’t be 
surprised. 
“ I understand they’ll be sitting on our 
bench. I just wish I could play “em.” 
McKay said he has decided to go with 
Vince Evans at quarterback and added 
that there is an outside chance that runn­ 
ing back Ricky Bell might see some ac­ 
tion as backup fullback should Mosi 
Tatupu need a rest. 
Even though Bell is just 143 yards shy 
of setting an NCAA single season rushing 
record, McKay admits there is an im­ 
balance 
“ We aren’t running well as a team as 
we have in the past,” said the 16-year 
USC coach. “ We had some years when 
we made about 5.000 yards, but we sure 
aren't doing that this year.” The Trojans 
have a total of 2.700 yards rushing this 
season. 
“ I doubt we will win if we don’t pass,” 
said McKay, who noted that he had 
called 11 pass plays in an 8-7 loss to 
Washington “Of course, we only got 
three off. But I can’ help that because 
I’m not in the game.” 
McKay spoke of the annual UCLA-USC 
clash as a “friendly rivalry.” 
“ Many of the players on both teams 
grew up together in this town, played 
with each other in high school and go out 
together socially,” he said. “ In this 
game, I don’t think either team will be 
without emotion. There are seniors 
who’ll be playing here for the last time.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - In many 
ways Friday’s game between UCLA and 
Southern California, which will decide 
who goes to the Rose Bowl this year as 
the Pacific 8 Conference representative, 
is a classic matchup. 
On the one hand, UCLA, which can 
clinch the Rose Bowl berth by winning, 
boasts the Pac 8’s best rushing and scor­ 
ing offense, while on the other USC, 
which is Liberty Bowl bound no matter 
what happens against UCLA, has the 
league’s best rushing and scoring 
defense. 
UCLA is a two-point favorite to beat 
USC. but the Trojans, who have lost 
three in a row in John McKay's final 
season, are gearing up for an upset. 
Should they tie or defeat UCLA, then 
California will go to the Rose Bowl. 
Cal, which finished its regular season 
last Saturday with a 48-15 romp over 
Stanford, is the Pac 8’s total offense 
leader with an average of 458.5 yards per 
game in 11 contests But UCLA, keyed by 
quarterback John Sciarra, leads in 
rushing offense with a 329 1 average and 
has scored 301 points in 10 games. Cal 
has 330 points in 11, so the Bruins need 30 
points against USC to win the scoring ti­ 
tle. 
USC has given up an average of 274.7 
yards per game in total defense. That’s 
about 80 yards better than UCLA, while 
in rushing defense, the Trojans lead with 
an average yield of 123.4. 
In the individual categories, Cal 
quarterback Joe Roth leads in total of­ 
fense with a 184.4 average and in passing 
with a 188.0 average; Ricky Bell of USC 
in rushing (173.9 average); Steve Rivera 
of Cal in pass receiving (57 for 790 
yards); Gavin Hedrick of Washington 
State in punting (50 for 44.7); Danny 
Reece of USC in punt returns (26 for 
409), Ron Cuie of Oregon State in kickoff 
returns (23 average); Chuck Wills of 
Oregon in interceptions (6 for 62) and 
Chuck Muncie of Cal in scoring (90 
points).

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One man s obsession 
He's all wrapped up in numbers

Bruce McIntosh has tackled a big job 
It’s also a lonely job, a long job (it can never be com­ 
pletely finished), and a job that pays off only in per­ 
sonal satisfaction 
He collects football scores By the thousands 
In real life Bruce McIntosh is a mild-mannered con­ 
struction worker living in Gardena But when work 
gets slow, he becomes a specialized historian, 
researcher and statistics freak 
At latest count he had 30,576 3-bv-5-inch file cards 
On each card is typed the scores of each football game 
played by one team for one season 
lie needs only 13.238 more cards to complete his 
collection He will then have records of 1,500 schools 
California and Hawaiian high schools, California 
junior colleges, and all US colleges and universities 
When finished, he will almost certainly be able to lay 
claim to the world’s largest and most complete file of 
football scores 
Maybe it's a comment on our society, but the one 
question everyone seems to ask McIntosh is what he 
plans to do with the collection once it is brought com­ 
pletely up to date In other words, how will he cash in’’ 
“ Money would be nice,” he says, anticipating the 
question ‘ But 1 don’t know where it would come from 
I was going to put the information in book form, but 
others who did similar things on a smaller scale took a 
financial beating 
He hopes to at least find a suitable home for his 
collection A place like the Citizen’s Savings-Helms 
Athletic Foundation sports museum and library in LA 
There his work would be available to sportswriters and 
to the general public 
His fee for thousands of hours of work, then, is likely 
to be a polite “ thank you " 
Some of his research is done by mail. But he has 


found that the most productive method is to dig 
through old issues of newspapers or to rummage 
through school or town libraries 
On a recent typical “safari” along the coast. Bruce 
visited a different town every day for a week or so. At 
times his task is easy, like picking fat plums off the 
low branches But not always. 
“Some places, it's like trying to get into the Pen­ 
tagon.” he says. “ And in the older issues of papers, the 
scores are usually buried in long stories and take a 
long time to find 
McIntosh keeps a list, for personal reference, rating 
newspapers and libraries on the degree of their 
cooperation with his research He has been refused ac­ 
cess to the old issues at only one newspaper 
He is persistent He spent an entire working day 
squinting into the Lompoc Record's microfilm projec­ 
tion machine, digging out old Braves' scores (Cabrillo 
scores were easy 
they were already compiled in a 
booklet by the school) At closing time at the Record, 
he packed his bulging attache case and headed to the 
public library to wind through more yards of 
microfilm 
His work here has already been put to use in a recent 
Record feature story detailing the 50-vear history of 
the Lompoc-Santa Maria football series. 


Bruce is always glad to help In Gilroy he dis­ 
covered. to the surprise of everyone in town, that the 
local high school had opened in 1875. and thereby was 
in the midst of its centennial year 
He has been the subject'of feature stories in several 
newspapers, including the LA Times 


McIntosh is 49 years old, divorced, and can t 
remember when he became fanatical about his 
project His interest in football scores started in high 
school Newspapers would detail the series history of

sucn scnools as Notre Dame and USC. but seldom did 
the same for big high school rivalries. His current 
project began several years ago, and “just kind of 
mushroomed."

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to keep 
cats away from my side yard It is landscaped with rock 
and my neighbors’ cats use it for a litter box Commer­ 
cial sprays do no good — M S 
DEAR M.S. — I am sure readers will be sending in 
ways they have solved such a problem, but I would try 
spraying the rocks with a moth spray. The odor might 
keep the cats away. This would have to be repeated 
often if you find it works. — POLLY 


DEAR POLLY — It really peeves me the way too much food 
coloring pours out when I only need a few drops It seems they 
could have plastic lids like those on Worcestershire sauce 
bottles so only a drop or two will shake out at a time This 
would save both coloring and disappointment — LINDA 
DEAR POLLY — A cat urinated on one of my mattresses so 
to eliminate the odor I soaked up as much as possible with 
paper towels Then I spread moth balls over the area, covered 
with layers of newspaper and in about a week the odor was 
completely gone — B D 
DEAR POLLY — Perhaps those who still have to defrost 
refrigerators and freezers would be interested in the quick and 
easy way I do this. Buy a rubber hammer at the hardware 
store Turn the freezer off, move food out of one section and 
tap the frost LIGHTLY with the rubber hammer It will fall to 
the bottom Scoop this out with a kitchen dust pan, wipe clean, 
replace food in this section and do likewise in the other sec­ 
tions I defrost a large freezer in thirty minutes — MRS 
W W 
DEAR POLLY — Mine is a first aid help Pour one-half cup 
water into a small plastic bag. tie shut very tightly with a 
rubber bartd and lay out flat in the freezer This makes a handy 
ice bag for burns, cuts and bruises I found it a life saver when 
I burned myself in the kitchen The cold compress brings 
relief and works better than cold water or ice cubes — A D 
DEAR POLLY — 1 found I still had the clipping that once 
appeared in your column for making a sugar syrup to use for 
stiffening crocheted doilies The paper had started to yellow 
so it must have been a long time ago that this appeared Boil 
one-half cup sugar and one-fourth cup water until it bubbles 
Remove from the fire and when cool enough to touch immerse 
the doily. W hen saturated wring it out and shape while it dries 
The doily should be very stiff when dry and may I add that this 
is the best wav I have ever used Hope this will help Ruth —

Commandos crush rebels 
in battle near palace 


LISBON, Portugal (U PI) - 
Loyalist commandos, backed 
by tanks and warplanes, 
crushed left-wing rebels in 
Lisbon Wednesday, but a few 
diehard pockets of resistance 
held out south of the Portuguese 
capital. 
The commandos, firing auto­ 
matic rifles from their hips, 
overwhelmed the headquarters 
of a rebel military police regi­ 
ment near the presidential 
palace in a drive to put down a 


one-day rebellion. 


A loyalist tank column then 
rumbled toward a rebel artil­ 
lery base near Lisbon airport, 
forcing the left-wing regiment 
inside to flee the advancing ar­ 
mor 


Diehard rebels were still 
holed up in a handful of towns 
south of Lisbon but officials 
said the last pockets of 
resistance were expected to 
surrender soon 


Forces loyal to the Socialist- 
led government also crushed 
civilian efforts to revive the up- 
rising in a Communist- 
controlled Lisbon suburb, 
threatening to bomb workers 
erecting street barricades. 


The fighting at the leftist 
military police compound broke 
out after the rebels ignored a 
surrender ultimatum by Presi­ 
dent Francisco da Costa 
Gomes. 
Fromme jury 'not even close'

Fromme trial told the judge 
Wednesday it was "not even 
dose” to reaching a verdict and 
asked that arrangements be 
made for Thanksgiving dinner 
A court spokesman said U.S. 
District Court Judge Thomas J. 
MacBride asked the jury what 
progress it was making in 
reaching a verdict on the 
charge the Manson cultist tried 
to assassinate President Ford 


and was told "they are not even 
close.” 
MacBride, the spokesman 
said, was considering calling 
the jury into open court to prod 
it to speed up its deliberations. 
The spokesman said Mac­ 
Bride “ stuck his head in the 
door” of the jury room and 
asked what plans should be 
made for Thanksgiving. He was 
told, "They would like arrange­ 
ments made for Thanksgiving 
dinner.” 
Ford may name judge 
before China trip 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford is likely to 
name his choice to fill the 
Supreme Court vacancy before 
leaving for China this weekend, 
aides said Wednesday. They 
suggested the nomination could 
come Friday. 
In advance of a televised 
Thanksgiving Eve news confer­ 
ence at 7:30 p.m. EST, aides 
said Ford was “ very unlikely” 
to announce his selection for a 
successor to Associate Justice 
W illiam O. Douglas, who 
resigned two weeks ago. 
They indicated the field had 
narrowed considerably and said 
the FBI ran checks on several 
candidates But the aides noted 


Ford need not wait for FBI in­ 
vestigation of some persons 
known to be under considera­ 
tion who already were cleared 
for other government jobs. 
Among them are Attorney 
General Edward A Levi and 
Solicitor General Robert Bork. 
The President has been under 
pressure from his wife Betty 
and women’s groups to name 
the first woman to the high 
court. 
Ford spent most of the day 
meeting with his advisers, in­ 
cluding Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. He also 
reviewed the latest figures on 
his proposed 1977 fiscal year 
federal budget. 


The jurors will be permitted 
to eat their Thanksgiving meal 
with members of their families 
at a restaurant. 
MacBride revised his instruc­ 
tions to the eight women and 
four men Tuesday night in a 
move intended to make it easier 
to reach a verdict on a lesser 
charge of assaulting the Presi­ 
dent. 
Miss Fromme. 27, is accused 
of trying to assassinate Ford 
Sept. 5 with a 
45-caliber 
automatic pistol as he shook 
hands with well-wishers outside 
the state Capitol. 
The charge of attempted as­ 
sassination of a president 
carries a maximum life sent­ 
ence with parole possible after 
15 years.

Snow storms stretching from 
the Rockies through the Great 
Plains and into Texas threat­ 
ened Thanksgiving travelers 
with everything from from ice- 
slick roads to blowing snows, 
forecasters said Wednesday.

HEAR one seashell and you've heard them all, but what about a 
Helmholtz resonator? It’s an experience for JoAnn Cordle who 
tries out the hollow brass globe that works on the same sound prin­ 
ciple as a seashell. The resonator is one of some 600 Rube 
Cfoldbergish devices at Akron University’s Archives of History of 
American Psychology where displays date from the turn of the 
century when research in psychology centered on measuring sen­ 
sation and perceptions. 
Melting pot theory takes 
new twist at this school 


SACRAMENTO (UP!) - At 
W illiam 
Land 
Elem entary 
School where the American 
melting pot theory has taken a 
new tw ist, the kids speak 
Chinese, Japanese. Spanish and 
English. 
Even at the lunch table, it’s 
common to find Japanese sushi 
or Mexican chorizo y huevos 
side-by-side with an American 
hamburger. 
The ethnic blending is the 
result of a specially designed 
multilingual program instituted 
two years ago to help children 
strengthen their native lan­ 
guage or learn a second 
language, which for many is 
English. 
Administrators say it is the 
only program of its kind in the 
nation. 
Most of the 330 students are 
from homes where a foreign 
language has been spoken and 
as a result, know little or no 
English 
Sixty-five per cent of the stu­ 
d ents are from tran sien t 
families and often have difficul­ 
ty learning English 
W illiam Land School is 
located in a generally low in­ 
com e 
neighborhood 
where 
almost 50 per cent of the stu­ 
dents are from welfare homes. 
Almost half the children are 
Chinese, more than 25 per cent 
have Spanish surnames, 8 per 
cent are black, 6 per cent 
Japanese, and 16 per cent are 
white In addition, seven other 
children are from Vietnam, 
Cambodia. Taiwan, and Por­ 
tugal 
“The melting pot theory is a 
myth,” said Manuel Jimenez, 
d irector of com p ensatory 
education 
“ It’s more like a 
salad. You look in there and you 
see the cucumber, avocado and 
lettuce Together it’s a salad 
but each thing retains its in­ 
dividuality.” 
Teachers at the school are not 


only trying to develop the 
children’s understanding of 
English but also maintain and 
encourage their native lan­ 
guages so they will eventually 
become bilingual. 
Children from English-speak­ 
ing homes may choose Spanish, 
Japanese or Chinese as their se­ 
cond language. 
“The bilingual concept is that 
you acknowledge that the 
child's first language is just as 
important as English,” said 
Principal Mrs. Gladys Peng. 
“The children know it is all 
right for them to speak their 
language here and this is an im­ 
portant factor. This is a living 
laboratory of groups coming 
together and learning to live 
and 
grow 
a c a d e m ic a lly 
together” 
School administrators have 
promised that if there is a de­ 
mand for additional languages, 
they will be included. 
“What we have to do is assess 
these children in their own 
language,” Jimenez explained. 
“Once you’ve identified them 
you have to place them into 
levels. It doesn’t make sense to 
have somebody who speaks half 
English and half Spanish and 
someone who com es from Mex­ 
ico speaking only Spanish and 
put them in the same class 
together.” 
“The child who comes from 
M exico is bored to death 
because the others are talking 
about basic things and if you try 
to speak too much Spanish, the 
child with no background is 
lost,” he added. “ Because of 
this we break it into proficiency 
levels.” 
The language classes meet 
three times a week from 25 
m inu tes to an hour each 
depending on the average age of 
the students in the class and the 
level of proficiency. 
The remainder of the school 
day is spent studying state- 


required courses such as math 
and history. These classes art 
taught in English but teacher 
aides are available to help 
translate. 
“It is our ultimate goal to 
have classes taught entirely in 
the child’s native or second 
language,” said Jimenez, ex­ 
plaining that advanced students 
will learn more of the language 
through practical application 
than classes that focus strictly 
on grammar. 
In addition to trying to 
produce bilingual students, the 
teachers strive to introduce the 
children to other cultures to 
make them bicultural as well. 
“ We celebrate everything 
from the Chinese New Year to 
the Autumn Festival,” Mrs. 
Peng said. “Other celebrations 
include M exican Cinco de 
Mayo, Black History Week and 
the American Bicentennial. 
The festivals are discussed in 
language classes and combined 
with ethnic meals. The children 
help cook traditional festival 
dishes such as Japanese sushi. 
Sometimes cooking instructions 
are given in the child’s second 
language. 
There are relatively few dis­ 
cip lin e problem s b eca u se 
“ much of the student body 
comes ready to learn,” Mrs. 
Peng said. She attributed this to 
the traditional family values 
and the subject matter. 
“The program is very suc­ 
cessful,” said Alicia McClure, a 
Spanish 
resource 
teacher. 
“Within one year, I can see a 
trem endous growth in the 
children. They feel confident 
because they have their own 
identities and understand those 
of others.”

- A 
species of con man ‘thought ex­ 
tinct a decade back has crof^)ed 
up again to swindle busines­ 
smen. 
He is the hustler of shoddy, 
off-brand or used-up office 
equipment, peddled to unwary 
customers at inflated prices as 
pretended bargains 
“These hustlers usually get 
aw ay with their sw in d les 
because of human inertia or 
because the victim is ashamed 
to admit he has been had.” said 
a spokesman for Purchasing 
World magazine, which report­ 
ed resurgence of the old swin­ 
dle. 
The con man does not ap­ 
proach the victim company’s 
regular purchasing manager 
He picks on some other ex­ 
ecutive he suspects of being 
gullible enough to bite at an ap­ 
parent bargain 
He drops the 
name of another executive 
“who suggested I call you” A 
telephone call to the owner of 
the dropped name would stop 
the swindle cold in most cases 


The gullible executive buys 
without even getting a firm 
com m itm ent on the price 
When the merchandise arrives 
it is shockingly inferior and the 
bill much higher than expected. 
Purchasing World said a dis­ 
tressing aspect of the revival of 
this swindle is that the hustler 
also seeks to corrupt his victim 
He offers the businessman a 
fancy color tv set or an expen- 


sive cartridge music player as

BLACKBERRY FORK, Ky 
ftJP ll — Guess who's coming 
to dinner9 None other than the 
Hatfields and the McCoys 
But don’t bolt the doors and 
hide in the cellar because the 
rem nants of the two famous 
m ountain clans who battled 
each other in one of A m erica’s 
longest feuds aren ’t bringing 
any guns along 
Fact is, they plan to end. once 
ond for all the struggle that 
kept both sides of the Tug River 
on edge for several decades. 
It's to be a reunion fraught 
with irony 
For one thing, the kinfolk of 
Randall McCoy plan to put up 
an $6,000 granite monument, 
purchased from the Hatfield 
Monument Co., whose owner 
just happens to be Henry Hat­ 


field, a grandson of Devis Anse, 
the feared patriarch of his clan 
"W e're all like brothers,” the 
grandson smiles "They're all 
fine boys." 
McCoy’s descendants want to 
m ark the site where five of 
their forebearers are buried in 
unattended graves, a grim 
testimony to the bloodshed that 
darkened both sides of the Tug 
River in Pike County, Ky., and 
Mingo County, W Va 
Three of the five McCoys 
buried at the site were tied to 
pawpaw trees and shot to death 
by Hatfields to avenge the fatal 
stabbing of Ellison Hatfield 
during an election day fracas, 
In another poignant stroke, 
the two families will dine on a 
roast hog — symbolic of a dis­ 
pute over the ownership of a pig 
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that precipitated much of the 
intense hatred between the two 
clans 
Dedication of the monument 
is to be open to the public, with 
invitations going out to the 
governors of both West Virginia 
and Kentucky. 
On the monument will be an 
inscription w ritten by Jim m y 
Wolford, a bluegrass musician 
hoping to record an album for 
possible use as a soundtrack in 
a movie about the feud 
Wolford, whose mother was a 
McCoy, wrote 
"There is no secret why they 
died so young Pride took con­ 
trol and youth's song was never 
sung ” 
Hatfield felt the idea of a 
monument was "a good thing" 
when the McCoys approach«*! 
him to place the order at his 
firm. 
And, the idea of getting the 
two families together here in a 
month or so, and possibly m ak­ 
ing it an annual thing, also 
caught the m onum ent firm 
owner’s eye. 
Hatfield says it might prove 
that after nearly a century no 
hostilities linger and could 
make things "better for both 
fam ilies."

Miss Davis, a 
Communist and a professor, 
and fo rm er Black P an th e r 
leader and Seale either acted as 
their own lawyers or took an ac­ 
tive role in their own defense 
Lynette Fromm e, scheduled 
to go on trial Nov 4 on a charge 
she attem pted to assassinate 
President Ford, has employed a 
recent U.S. Suprem e Court 
d ecisio n 
and w ill defend 
herself However, she will have 
a federal defender to assist her. 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
"soldiers” Russell Little and 
Joseph Remiro were convicted 
of the m u rd er of O akland 
schools chief Marcus Foster 
following a trial in which they 
were allowed to cross-examine 
some witnesses. Already sen­ 
tenced to life in prison, they 
have been granted permission 
to defend themselves in their 
Los Angeles trial on attem pted 
escape and assault charges. 
Emily Harris, along with her 
h usband Wi l l i am, an SLA 
m em ber and com panion of 
Patricia 
Hearst, has served 
notice she will play an “ active" 
role in her defense. 
The Supreme Court in June 
ruled in the case of F erretta vs. 
California that the 6th Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution gave 
defendants the implied right to 
act as their own attorney. 
Until the ruling, judges had no 
clear cut precedent to guide 
them in granting or refusing 
r e q u e s t s 
f o r 
s e l f ­ 
representation. Now. if a defen­ 
dant is judged competent to 
waive his right to counsel, he 
must be allowed to represent 
himself. 
But some judges and attor­ 
neys warn that while the defen­ 
dants may not want to put their 
fate in the hands of professional 
advocates, some self-taught 
lawyers can damage their own 
cause 


Superior Court Judge Elvin 
Sheehy of Sacram ento, who 
presided over the Little-Remiro 
m urder trial, said in m ore than 
20 years on the bench he never 
allowed a defendant to repre­ 
sent himself. But he agreed to 
allow L ittle and Rem iro to 
question witnesses they consid­ 
ered "political.” 


"As I explained to Remiro 
and Little before I gave them 
permission, defendants often 
tim es might ask questions so 
relevant and pertinent they (the 
defendants) may show they had 
some detailed knowledge of the 
crim e.” he said in an interview. 
"If an attorney would ask the 
same questions, he could be ex­ 
cused by the jury because of his 
position.” 
He noted one of the jurors 
said after the trial that the

they knew too 


procedure running smoothly. 
Vincent Bugliosi. who prose­ 
cuted Charles Manson for the 
1969 Tate-LaBianca murders, 
said a defendant sometimes can 
properly represent himself and 
even be more effective than a 
trained attorney. 
"Manson was a very bright 
guy," Bugliosi said. "He knew 
the people I was putting on the 
stand b e tte r than his own 
lawyer did because he had lived 
with them for two or three

Conceivably he could 
have done a good job.”

Bugliosi agreed that Manson 
follower Lynette "Squeaky" 
Fromm e should not be allowed 
to defend herself without the 
advice of a lawyer.

Bugliosi 
pointed out that 
Manson. who lost the right to 
represent himself because of a 
conflict with the judge, is ap­ 
pealing his conviction on the 
basis oe the Supreme Court’s 
Ferretta decision.

Salinas fa rm e rs battle birds 


SALINAS (U P I) - Farmers 
are battling swarms of star­ 
lings in Monterey County with 
everything from shotguns to 
potato chips 
And they have h ired a 
full-time “avian control coor­ 
dinator” to lead the battle 
against the pesky birds and 
another feathered pest, the lin­ 
net. 
Monterey County has become 
a favored wintering spot for 
thousands of starlings, whose 
appetite extends through fruits, 
vegetables, insects and even 
cattle feed. The loss to grape 
growers alone last year was 
$237,000 
The havoc to crops wrought 
by starlings is nothing new. 
They have infested many areas 
of the United States since the 
first 24 pair were set loose in 


New York’s Central Park in 
1890 
But only recently have 
they reached the rich croplands 
of Monterey County. 
Farmers use shotguns filled 
w ith 
" c r a c k e r s h e ll s ,” 
firecracker-like shot to scare 
the birds away. TTiey also use 
gas cannons imported from 
Germany which can be set to 
fire every 30 seconds to three 
minutes. 
But the most successful 
method is to trap the birds and 
exterminate them 
“So far the best bait seems to 
be potato chips,” said avian 
control coordinator Ken Ewing 
“The starlings just love the salt 
and oil on them.” 
Since June, more than 25,000 
starlings have been trapped and 
killed with carbon monoxide.

“ But the trapping is hardly 
putting a dent in the starling 
flocks,” said county farm ad­ 
viser Stan Clayton “ More than 
5,000 birds are arriving each

In one two-mile-square area 
where some 5,000 birds are con­ 
centrated south of Gonzales, 
the birds pick away at more 
than a ton of rich grain and 
molasses cattle feed every 
week Grape growers estimate 
the birds ate 5 per cent of their 
crop in 1974 
There are no restrictions to 
killing starlings, but officials 
say new methods of solving the 
infestation are needed. 


Researchers are trying to 
develop a method of sterilizing 
the birds, which lay from five to 
eight eggs a year, and they are 
also trying to find a substance 
which will repel them. 


Clayton said the starlings 
have only one saving grace — 
they like Wooly bear caterpil­ 
lars, which are a threat to 
sugar beets. 


“ No other bird will touch it,” 
he said. “ But starlings will sta­ 
tion themselves along tele­ 
phone lines and watch the road 
for Wooly bears 
When they 
spot one, they’ll swoop down 
and grab it.”

“ Right now in former school 
space, Arlington citizens can 
find; A museum, senior citizens 
centers; day care centers; pre- 
kindergarten programs; drama 
workshops;

Cholesterol 
tests seek 
answers 


ST 
LOUIS (U PI) - The 
Lipid Researrh Center at 
Washington University wants 
400 middle-aged men to go on a 
diet — and so far they haven't 
had any trouble finding patients 
to sign up 
The program, one of a dozen 
nationwide, screens men be­ 
tween the ages of 35 and 59 with 
no prior history of heart dis­ 
ease. diabetes or high blood 
pressure to help determine 
whether lowering cholesterol 
levels will delay or prevent 
heart attack 
A correlation between high 
cholesterol and heart trouble is 
generally accepted, but the 30 
members of the Lipid research 
team, working under a grant 
from the National Heart and 
Lung Institute, is determined to 
get the data to back it up 
Heading the project is Dr. 
Gustav Schonfeld. who said suc­ 
cess in recruiting 400 men 
needed for the study was helped 
by an enthusiastic response by 
industry, the Red Cross and in­ 
dividuals who want to help their 
own health and help curb the 
epidemic of heart attacks. 
Men found in an initial 
screening to have high choles­ 
terol are given further tests If 
accepted, they are put on a 
restricted diet and placed into 
one of two groups — one taking 
cholestryamine. a drug known 
to lower cholesterol levels, and 
one taking a placebo (dummy 
drug» with no effect on 
cholesterol 
Periodically the men report 
for checkups where their 
cholesterol levels are measured 
and other tests taken to deter­ 
mine any early signs of heart 
trouble Along with their wives, 
the men also get together 
socially to exchange ex­ 
periences and swap recipes to 
make their diet a little more 
palatable 
The basic diet emphasizes 
lean meat, poultry and fish, 
plus vegetable oils and fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Foods 
such as eggs, whole milk and 
most nuts are allowed, but 
restricted 
Schonfeld explained in an in­ 
terview that it’s not enough to 
know how to lower cholesterol. 
The study is trying to deter­ 
mine whether heart attack can 
be delayed in those showing 
early signs of high cholesterol.

Ms Brownmiller has written 
a book using more than 400 
sources designed to document a 
thesis that indicts the entire 
male population for the prolif­ 
eration of rape against women 
throughout the ages 
Her thesis 
"It (rape) is 
nothing more or less than a con­ 
scious process by which all men 
keep all women in a state of 
fear " 
"Against Our Will- 
Men, 
Women and Rape,” accuses the 
entire male species of creating 
and continuing rape, but Ms 
Brownmiller concedes not all 
men are rapists. 
Ms 
Brownmiller is touring 
the country to promote her 
book, which took four years to 
research and write 
The 40-year-old feminist has 
never been raped, so it isn't out 
of a sense of personal injustice 
or outrage that she wrote the 
b<K)k .She wrote it because " I ’m 
a woman who changed her mind 
about rape ” 
Her research led her to her 
thesis, which is as controversial 
as the sickening examples she 
uses to describe the sexual 
horrors committed against 
women through the centuries 
It was something I worked 
out after thinking about rape.” 
shesaid “ I made the analogy in 
my head that raping to women 
was what lynching was to 
blacks 
"By thinking back to the role 
lynching played as a method of 
terror against black people, I 
formulated the concept that 
rap<‘ was a form of terror used 
against female people.” 
Just as all whites must take 
the responsibility for the 
lynching of blacks, she said, all 
men should take the responsi­ 
bility for the rape of women. 
Ms Brownmiller said reac­ 
tion to her book has been mostly 
favorable and only some, both 
men and women, perceive it as 
a "threat ” 
"I think all new ideas, if 
they're significant, are initially 
perceived as threatening be­ 
cause new ideas challenge our 
basic cherished assumptions — 
and that's got to be threate­ 
ning. ' she said 
"1 mean, nobody has ever 
looked at rape before as a kind 
of class action” 
There is a growing rage 
among rape victims who want 
to strike back at their at­ 
tackers. even to kill But the 


authoress said violence Isn't the 
answer 
" I think rage on the part of 
rape victims Is a healthy reac­ 
tion It’s a lot better than keep­ 
ing it all bottled up where it 
becomes shame and guilt In 
‘Against Our Will,' I very clear­ 
ly follow the law and say that 
murder within the act of rape 
in .self-defense 
has always 
been justified in terms of the 
law And I would continue to 
ju.stify it 
"But I certainly do not con­ 
done anybody who goes out 
after the act and kills for 
retribution " 
Nor is castration, which has 
b<*en suggested as a deterrent 
to rape, the answer either, she 
.said 
"If you don’t cut the ears off 
informers or cut the hands off 
thieves, we certainly can’t 
suggest that we castrate rapists 
but I think we can stop them 
in other ways” 
She strongly .supports impris­ 
onment as a form of punish­ 
ment and also "to keep the 
.streets safer for women” 
Rape is documented as far 
back as Biblical times, and Ms 
Brownmiller said .since it is 
"learned,” it can be wiped out 
That would be po.ssihle "when 
men rid them.selves of what I 
call the ideology of rape, when 
men cease to Identify their 
manhiKKl in terms of sexual 
aggression and when women 
cea.se to identify their feminini­ 
ty with submission and pas.s- 
ivity” 
She said this must be accom­ 
panied by a 50 per cent par­ 
ticipation by women in law en­ 
forcement and the judiciary 
and the traming of young girls 
to use their bodies constructive­ 
ly and to be strong "the way 
young boys are taught to be 
strong” 
"And I also feel that if we 
want to move a little faster and 
get rid of rape, the way to do it 
is to brush pornography back 
under the rug 
where it came 
from and work toward the 
elimination 
of 
prostitution, 
because pornography and 
prostitution influence young 
males toward believing that 
rapt» is a testament of their 
manhood”

Among the many questions the 
government soon must face as 
the nuclear power industry as­ 
sumes a bigger role in meeting 
the nation's energy needs is 
whether private enterprise 
should produce atomic fuel 


The manufacture of the 
enriched uranium that fires the 
country's 55 operating nuclear 
generating plants is now a 
government monopoly 
Presi­ 
dent Ford proposed last June 
that the government help 
private industry get in the 
business 


The Government Accounting 
Office issued its thoughts on the 
matter earlier this month and 
Congress Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy is expected to 


hold hearings in December 
The issue centers around 
uranium enrichment 
The 
uranium found in nature will 
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From Sept 19-20. 1776. four 
days after Washington had 
withdrawn colonial troops

a furious

If nuclear power is to grow in 
the United States as the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration says it must, more 
enrichment plants must be 
built. 


The question is should the 
government m aintain its 
monopoly and build them, or 
should Uncle Sam help private 
enterprise get in the business? 
The issue is complicated by the 
fact that the enrichment 
technology' is changing 


The technique used by the 
government is called gaseous 
diffusion 
In it. processed 
uranium ore is converted into a 
gas which is forced through 
thousands of filters to increase 
the concentration of uranium 
235 molecules. A major draw­ 
back is that this process 
requires huge amounts of 
electricity 


The government has deve­ 
loped a new technique that uses 
only a tenth of the power 
required by gaseous diffusion 
plants 
This new process 
requires thousands of whirling 
centrifuges which operate 
something like a cream separa­ 
tor. 
separating h eavier 
uranium from the lighter 
uranium 235 molecules.

Thanksgiving 


What is as American as 
pumpkin pie, as old as the In­ 
dian nations, as official as a 
presidential proclamation and 
as lively as a football game in 
November9 
You are right — Thanksgiv­ 
ing is more ancient than the 
United States yet fresh as 
every fall. It has a special 
magic vitality which causes it 
to flourish in our national 
habits. Thanksgiving is 
remembrance and celebra­ 
tion. It promotes stadium 
cheers and sanctuary prayers. 
Around this annual observance 
swirls all the commercialism 
of a shoppping center society, 
all the nostalgia of homecom­ 
ing and feasting, and then that 
something more — a deep 
yearning to articulate a feel­ 
ing and mood which is 
religious at the very core: 
gratitude to the Heavenly 
Father for the good things of 
life. 
Praise and thanksgiving are 
the central expressions of 
religious 
faith mutually 
shared by Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews. Without 
such an expression today, 
Thanksgiving becomes just 
another commercial holiday, 
another sleep in morning, a 
day off. With the full meaning 
of the observation, we again 
come close to the power of the 
first Thanksgiving which can 
be life changing and life shap­ 
ing, for that is just what hap­ 
pened in Massachusetts. 
The first Thanksgiving was

terribly practical and utterly 
frank. These tough settlers 
thanked God for being alive, 
for making it through a tough 
winter, for having food on the 
table, and with their Indian 
neighbors, good feeling around 
the table. Their prayers were 
really for survival, not abun­ 
dance, and they were to enjoy 
both in the Bay Colony in 1640. 
If that is the beginning and 
ending of our celebration, we 
are narrow people indeed. 
Thanksgiving offers more and 
claims more than a backward 
look of several centuries or 
cartoon pictures of pilgrims 
and turkeys. 
Charles Lamb, the dis­ 
tinguished author and leading 
American historian pondered 
the largeness and beauty of 
creation and his own impulse 
to be thankful, wrote: 
“ I am disposed to say grace 
twenty other occasions in the 
course of the day besides my 
dinner. I want a form (of 
prayer) for setting out upon a 
pleasant walk, for a moonlight 
ramble, for a friendly meeting 
or a solved problem. Why have 
we none for books, those 
spiritual repasts — a grace 
before Milton or a devotional 
exercise to be said before 
reading the ‘Faire Queen’?” 
What Lamb is saying is that 
we have boundless occasions 
in each day to express and 
share the spirit of thanksgiv­ 
ing — it is not confined to food 
nor saved only for a single 
Thursday in November. 


Sauerklaut 


As comic Don Adams (how’s that for 
name-dropping in only my third 
column?) in his role as Maxwell Smart 
would say, “ I didn’t know that! 
That was my silent reaction to a 
revelation I stumbled onto not long ago 
that sauerkraut is a grand old Chinese 
dish. 
Chinese9 
(A ll together in 
chorus — “ I didn’t 
know that!” ) 
It’s true. Sauerkraut 
got its start in China, 
not Germany, when it 
was produced in the 
Third Century B.C. to 
feed the vast numbers 
of workers building 
the Great Wall. It 
wasn’t until the adven­ 
turing Tartars got hold 
of it that it got carried 
to Germany and thence to the rest of the 
world. 
Here’s another “ I didn’t know that!” 
for you. The Sauerkraut Capital of the 
U S is not Minneapolis, but rather the 
small Victorian town of Phelps, N.Y., 
midway between Rochester and 
Syracuse. 
In this small community, one-third of 
the 324,000,000 (that’s million!) pounds 
of kraut consumed annually in this 
country is produced 
With a consumption figure like that, it 
means that every man. woman and child 
on the average eats one and one-third 
pounds of sauerkraut every year

Somebody is eating more than that, 
because I haven’t had a bite of the stuff 
in I can’t remember when, and neither 
has my six-year-old daughter Beverly, to 
whom kraut is a synonym for “ Yecch!” 
So far as I know, my child bride. Patty, 
is not a kraut eater either. 
When I realized that I was not eating 
my share of kraut. I began to ask myself 
why. I answered, “ Because I don’t like 
kraut on hotdogs. It makes the bun 
soggy. Same thing for a Reuben 
sandwich. The hot corned beef and 
cheese are okay, but slap a blob of kraut 
in the middle and the whole thing comes 
apart after a couple of good squeezes." 
It has been brought to my attention 
that sandwiches are not the only places 
where sauerkraut is good Some recipes 
that came to my attention show kraut 
piled around a roast of pork, with a large 
fork-full served with each slice of meat, 
and stuffing a mixture consisting of 
kraut, shredded carrots, diced green 
peppers, chopped onion and assorted 
spices into large pork chops. 
Then, for dessert, there’s (are you 
ready for this?) “ Lemony kraut ice 
cream.” 
I know many of you will want to try 
this one for Thanksgiving dinner, so I 
will give you the recipe in its entirety 
(with apologies to Betty Laurent for not 
offering it to the Family Life department 
first): 
Mix two tablespoons cornstarch, one 
cup sugar and a quarter cup of grated 
lemon peel (about six medium lemons) 
in a saucepan Stir in 1*2 cups of milk 
and cook over medium heat, stirring con­ 
stantly. The mixture will thicken. When 
it does, boil for one more minute 
Remove from heat and gradually blend 
in the beaten yolks of two eggs Turn this 
whole mess—er. mixture into a large 
bowl containing one quart of heavy 
cream, whipped, and a half cup each of 
lemon juice and sauerkraut juice Beat 
well and pour into refrigerator travs 
Freeze until firm, and then “ mellow" in 
the freezer section of the refrigerator for 
a half hour before serving 
(I believe I am beginning to unders­ 
tand why Beverly refers to kraut as 
“ Yecch!” ) 
If that doesn't suit you. try sauerkraut 
as a complement to enchiladas, tortillas, 
rellenos and other Mexican food, or with 
pizza 
And now if you’ll excuse me. your 
limping gourmet is going to go lie down 
for a while 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
The Supreme Court appointment 


WASHINGTON - As against eight 
years in the presidency, a limit fixed by 
constitutional amendment, a justice of 
the Supreme Court serves for life That 
is one reason, as the career of William O 
Douglas demonstrated, a presidential 
appointment to the court can cast a 
longer shadow than almost any other 
presidential act. 
The appointment is 
a test for a president 
as severe as any duty 
he must perform One 
sure way of getting a 
passing grade is to 
name a justice certain 
to get by the confirma­ 
tion hearings in the 
Senate judiciary com­ 
mittee and the vote on 
confirmation in the 
Senate with no trou­ 
ble. 
That was Harry Truman's approach to 
the sticky business of naming a man like­ 
ly to outserve and outlive the temporary 
resident on Pennsylvania Avenue Of the 
four justices he appointed, three had con­ 
gressional service which, in the club­ 
bable spirit prevailing on Capitol Hill, in­ 
sured their confirmation with no fuss 
Truman’s fourth choice was Tom C. 
Clark, who had been attorney general at 
the time of the appointment With the 
stamp of Texas politics emblazoned on 
him, his confirmation took little more 
than two weeks. In the recently 
published Plain Speaking, based on taped 
interviews. Truman described the ap­ 
pointment as the worst mistake he ever 
made. In view of certain egregious 
Truman errors, this seems slightly ex­ 
cessive. 
By way of contrast, certainly in invita­ 
tion to trouble, take Fra n k lin 
Roosevelt's appointment of Prof Felix 
Frankfurter A member of the Harvard 
law faculty and a confidant of the presi­ 
dent, Frankfurter had had no previous 
judicial experience. 
The Frankfurter hearings before the 
Senate judiciary committee were as dis­ 
graceful as any in recent times, with the 
ugly stain of Anti-Semitism spread 


across the record One member of the 
committee made the unprecedented de­ 
mand that Frankfurter appear in person 
to be questioned about his appointment 
This shameful performance was 
reminiscent of the attack on Louis D 
Brandeis when he was appointed by 
Woodrow Wilson to serve as the first Jew 
on the court 
And now comes President Ford with 
an opportunity that could, in view of the 
election next year, be his sole respon­ 
sibility for naming one of the nine 
He has the safest of all safe ways out 
and that is to appoint Sen Robert P. 
Griffin of his home state of Michigan 
Rising to the post of minority whip, Grif­ 
fin has had a respectable, if hardly dis­ 
tinguished. career which began in the 
House of Representatives. His name is 
on the list of eligibles to be canvassed by 
the American Bar Association 
Another name on the list is (’aria Hills, 
who has served less than a year as 
Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development Before that she spent less 
than a year as Assistant Attorney 
General in the Justice Department. As 
the first woman to serve, her appoint­ 
ment would please women’s libbers, 
foremost among them Mrs. Betty Ford 
In her meteoric rise there has hardly 
been time to judge her abilities Those 
familiar with the judiciary system 
believe there are at least two other 
women with judicial experience making 
them superior to Mrs Hills as can­ 
didates. 
The choice of Attorney General 
Edward H. Levi would raise the hackles 
of some Republican conservatives and it 
might prolong confirmation hearings 
Rut it would be, in the view of students of 
the court, the most distinguished ap­ 
pointment he could make. 
What of the record of any of these men 
or women in. say, 10 years That question 
has no answer, as the career of Douglas 
proves 
Appearing as a conservative 
when he was named, he became the 
leading advocate of liberal causes, 
notably freedom of speech 
His stand on conservation both on and 
off the court will be a living record for a 


long time to come His valiant effort to 
continue to serve at the risk of sacrific­ 
ing what is left to him of life will also he 
his memorial 
Presidents live in the history hooks, 
but they also live in those whom they put 
in the judicial process 
President 
Eisenhower named Earl Warren as Chief 
Justice to his lasting regret and to the 
gratification of believers in equal rights 
He also named Potter Stewart, one of the 
most respected judges in our time 
So Ford, as he ponders his problem, 
must be reflecting on what his precedes- 
sors have done

Exodus from 


schools? 


For many years it has been the law in 
California that an individual was 
required to attend school until he was 18 
years old or until he graduated from high 
school Now that will be changed to the 
extent that a youngster is able to pass a 
high school proficiency examination and 
get the approval of his parents to leave 
school when he’s 16 or 
17 years old 
Most school districts 
have continuation high 
schools which were 
created to accom­ 
modate a youngster 
who. for one reason or 
another, was not 
meeting the require­ 
ments in the regular 
high schools Lompoc 
U n ified 
School 
District has Maple 
High School that oc­ 
cupies the former Los Padres campus on 
Vandenberg Air Force Base Enrollment 
has ranged from as low as 30 or 40 all the 
way up to 100 Most of the students are 
sent to Maple High School because they 
cannot or will not meet the requirements 
at Lompoc or (’abrillo High Schools But 
some are there because of some 
transgression such as smoking on 
campus or walking on campus repeated­ 
ly with a pack of cigarettes sticking out 
of a shirt pocket Some of the students 
are having difficulty with their studies, 
but some are as good or better 
academically than their counterparts in 
the conventional high schools Some of 
the latter could probably pass the 
proficiency examination and qualify to 
get out of school as young as 16 years 
There are a lot of questions For exam 
pie, how difficult will the examination 
be9 Some members of the state board of 
education were concerned about this 
aspect of the question and the office of 
state education chief Wilson Kiles 
reportedly said the test would be laid in 
front of the school board members 
without prior fanfare and they can take 
the test and see 
Information thus far, however, would 
seem to indicate the state is merely con­ 
cerned with the verification of basic 
skills of reading, writing and computa­ 
tion 
Sample questions this reporter has 
seen include this one If a person bought 
an article for three dollars and seventy- 
five cents and paid for it with a five 
dollar bill, what change would probably 
be given back9 
Some may say that is one of the easier 
ones on the test, and I’d have to agree 
From the point of view of the districts 
that survive on state aid monies and 
Uxnpoc's is one of them, there is con­ 
cern about the loss of education support 
monies, which are doled out on the basis 
of “ average daily attendance ” If a cou 
pie of hundred youngsters in the district 
passed the test at 16 years and left 
school, the district would have some 
financial problems The latest on this, 
however, is that there has been only 
minimal interest shown by students At 
Lompoc High School last week, Dick 
Humble, school counselor, said only 
about 25 had taken out the applications 
for the examination and that perhaps 
half that number would follow through 
and take the tests 
Interest at Cabnllo High School is 
reportedly even less than at Lompoc 
Deadline for filing for the examination 
is Friday It costs $10 to apply for the 
test that will be given at Hancock 
College on Dec 20
